But it 
was necessary for them to understand the witness borne to Him by the 
types and prophecies of the Old Testament. Upon these their faith must 
be established. Christ performed no miracle to convince them, but it 
was His first work to explain the Scriptures.They had looked upon His 
death as the destruction of all their hopes. Now He showed from the 
prophets that this was the very strongest evidence for their faith. {DA

It is the voice of Christ that speaks through patriarchs and 
prophets, from the days of Adam even to the closing scenes 
of time. The Saviour is revealed in the Old Testament as 
clearly as in the New. It is the light from the prophetic past 
that brings out the life of Christ and the teachings of the 
New Testament with clearness and beauty The miracles of 
Christ are a proof of His divinity; but a stronger proof that 
He is the world's Redeemer is found in comparing the 
prophecies of the Old Testament with the history of the

In every page, whether history, or precept, or prophecy, 
the Old Testament Scriptures are irradiated with the 
glory of the Son of God. So far as it was of divine 
institution, the entire system of Judaism was a 
compacted prophecy of the gospel. To Christ "give all the 
prophets witness." Acts 10:43. From the promise given 
to Adam, down through the patriarchal line and the legal 
economy, heaven's glorious light made plain the 
footsteps of the Redeemer. 
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"Then opened he their understanding, that they might 
understand the Scriptures." Before this opening of their 
understanding, the disciples had not understood the spiritual 
meaning of what Christ had taught them. And it is necessary 
now that the minds of God's people should be opened to 
understand the Scriptures. To say that a passage means just 
this and nothing more, that you must not attach any broader 
meaning to the words of Christ than we have in the past, is 
saying that which is not actuated by the Spirit of God. 




...The more we walk in the light of the truth, the more we shall 
become like Christ in spirit in character and in the manner of our 
work, and the brighter will the truth become to us. As we behold 
it in the increasing light of revelation, it will become more 
precious than we first estimated it from a casual hearing or 
examination.
